PLANS TO UNIFY 
THE UNIVERSITY 


NO CAPTAINCY 
FOR CHIEF BALL. 


Various Institutions Will Make If Defeated We Cannot Accep 
Appeal as One, 


Heads of the Various Colleges Con- 
stituting the University Held 
Meeting at the Piedmont.. 

To Make United Appeal 
to Legislature. 


With a view to discussing plans look- 
ing to the unification of the university 
system of the state along financial and 
other lines, the heads of the various in- 
stitutions comprising the state university 
held a meeting at the Piedmont hotel 
yesterday morning and spent several 
hours in formal conference. 

As a result of the discussion a resolu- 
tion was adopted declaring that legisla- 
tion relating to the university and its 
branches should be ‘‘comprehensive and 
not several,’’ as one Of those present at 
the conference put it. 

In other words, it is the object of the 
state university and its branches to pre- 
sent a united front in appealing to the 
legislature for appropriations; to let the 
matter of appropriations for these insti- 
tutions be comprised in a Single bill 
rather than present to the general as- 
sembly a separate bill involving a spe- 
cial appropriation for each of the insti- 
tutions. 

Want a University Fund. 

What the officials of these institutions 
want the legislature to do, if it will, is 
to provide for a specific tax levy for the 
state university and its branches, just 
as is now done in the case of the com- 
mon schools. The legislature now appro- 
priates a certain amount annually for 
the common schools, and a specific tax 
is levied to raise this amount. This year 
the common school] levy will be about 
two mills, as $1,000,000 will have to be 
raised for the schools by direct taxation.

THE AUTHORITY 


Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose Co. 


Can. Pass ‘on Applications 
for Clemency Independ- 
ent of Pardon Board. 


While Governor Terrell declined yester- 
Gay to'‘have anything to say regarding 
the attack made upon him by Attorney 
John R. Cooper, of Macon, because the 
governor refused to suspend the sen- 
tence of his client, Ike Bashinski, until 
the prison commission could pass on an 
application for executive clemency, it 
és understood the governor feels fully 
justified under the law in the action 
which he took and is In no wise worried 
Over the matter. 

(Bashinski was fined $500 or sentenced 
to serve six months in jail for keeping 
a gaming house. The governor was 
asked to suspend sentence, but refused | 
to do so on the ground that there was /| 
no application pemding before the prison | 
commission for clemency. However, he | 
asked Attorney Cooper to send in his ap- 
plication’ and stated he would then pass | 
On the case. The application made only | 
the point that the fine was excessive, | 
which, if true, was an entirely judicial | 
question: In view of other fines in siml- 
lar cases, however, the governor did not 
consider the fine excessive. Then, too, | 
the supreme court kad declared the ver- 
dict in the case fully justified by the | 
evidence, He refused then to ogee 
the sentence. 

Attorney Cooper in a  eateussiet pub- | 
lished yesterday attacked the governor 
for not giving his client an opportunity 
to be heard before the prison commié- 
sion. There is no requirement in the 
jaw that such hearing shall be given, 
The prison commission was created as a 
pardon Board, simply to recommend, and 
the law creating it took away none of 
the governor’s right to originally con- 
sider and pass on any question of ex- 
ecutive qjemenscy. The supreme court 
had already decided that Bashinski must 
pay the fine, and in view of all the cir- 
cumstances the governor simply con- 
sidered that there was nothing to war- 
rant him in suspending the final action 
of the judiciary. Similar action has been 
taken in other cases, but this is the first 
time any criticism has grown out of it,

Says Secretary Taft. 
Washington, March |3—Secretary Taft, 
[after a brief talk with the president to- 
day, said it was a mistaken report that 
yellow fever was on the increase in the 
American zone on the isthmus of Pana- 
ma. 

“In fact,’’ said the secretary, “it is not 
yellow fever that will give us the most 
trouble on the isthmus, but malaria, 
which is very prevalent. Eventually, 
while there are some cases of yellow 
fever in the American zone, we shall be 
able to stamp Out that disease. It will be 
a hard fight, however, to reduce the 
trouble arising from malaria.’’

Case Has Attracted Wide Attention 
| Throughout the Country, and 
Was Argued for Government 

by Attorney General 
Moody. 


The famous peonage case against Sam- 
ue] M. Clyatt, a prominent tarpentine 
operator of Tifton, was yesterday de- 
re tn his favor by the supreme court 
| of the United States. This fact was 
learned in Atlanta yesterday through 
yes evacinsng dispatches. 

i 


Both on account of the prominence of 
the defendant and of the tmportance of 
| the questions involved in his case the 
| decision ,of the swpreme court has been 
awaited with considerable interest all 
over the south as well as in Georgia. 

In this case the thirteenth amendment 
ito the constitution of the United States 
‘was for the first time presented to the 
supreme court for construction and in- 
' terpretation. The constitutionality of 
the peonage laws were also called into 
question and several other important is- 
sues Of law were involved. 

Mr. Myatt, the defendant, was repre- 
sented in fhe supreme court by Sena- 
tor A. O. Bacon, Congressman W. G. 
Brantley and Captain Hammond, of 
Thomasville. Congressman Brantley 
was {n <Aftanta yesterday, a guest of 
the Piedmont, and was shown the dis- 
patches from Washington in regard to 
the decision. He said: 

“‘Without seeing the whole text of the 
decision I could not say definitely what 
bearing it will have on the peonage 
cases now pending. 

“Samuel M. Clyatt is quite a promi- 
nent man in his section of the _ setate. 
He is chairman of the democratic com- 
mittee for the sixth senatorial district 
of Georgia and was, in fact, the man 
who notified Hon. W. 8S. West of his 
nomination for the office of state sena- 
tor. He is president of the Sam Clyatt 
Fishing Club, a promment organization 
that takes annual trips to Plorida, and 
he occuples otherwige a prominent place 
in his section. . 

History of the Case. 

“‘As far as the facts of his case are 

concerned I Knew very little except what 
was disclosed by the record sent up 
from the circult court- of appeals at 
New Orleans to the supreme court. It 
seems that he took Georgia warrants to 
Florfada, turned them over to a shertft 
of that state and had them served on 
two negroes. The negroes did not wish 
to wait for extradltlon papers and con- 
sented to return to Georgia with Mr, 
Clyatt. 
9 “He was first tried on the charge of 
returning the negroes to peonage be- 
fore Judge Swayne, of Florida, who haa 
been so prominently before the public 
recently. In that court hée Was con- 
victed and, ] think, sentenced to four 
years’ imprisonment and to pay a fine 
ef $5,000. The court did not send the 
whole record to the supreme court, but 
merely submitted three questions. 

“At this juncture Senator Bacon and 
myself were employed and we three at- 
torneys, Captain Hammond being the 
third, secured the transmission of the 
whole record to the supreme court. 
Our principal polnt was this: 

“Whether the mere act of an individ- 
ual in restraining another's “liberty could 
be construed as peonage when as a mat- 
ter of fact the laws of the state in 
which the act was committed did not 
directly or indirectly sanction what he 
ha@ done. We contended that hie act 
would be simply trespass, false arrest, 
or a similar crime of which the state 
alone would have jurisdiction. 

“In other words we contended that the 
| thirteenth amendment did not mean that 
no individual shquild interfere with the 
‘liberty of any other individual, but that 
it meant that no state should in any way 
_ Sanction such interference with liberty. 
Now the supreme court might have 
agreed with us and still hold the peon- 
age laws constitutional on the ground 
that they did not apply in the Clyatt 
case. From this telegram I cannot say 


that | as to that. 


“The peonage laws were enacted in 
1867 and were directed, though not ex- 
pressly, to New Mexico, in which terri- 
tory the old Mexocan law providing for

Decision of Court. 

| The dispatch from Washington in re

| Washington, March 13.—(Special.)— 
|The supreme court today declared the 
peonage laws constitutional and held 
that the thirteent hamendment to the 
constitution applies to the acts of in- 
dividuals, as well as to those of states. 
At the same time the court reverses the 
decision of the circuit court of the northe- 
ern district of Florida which found 8. 
M. Clyatt, of Tifton, Ga,., to be guilty of 
peonage and remands the case for new 
trial. This is the Georgia and Florida 
case which has attracted so much at- 
tention throughout the south because 6f 
its involving the constitutionality of the 
peonage laws and their applicability te 
recent cases in the south. 

Senator Bacon, Representative Brant- 
ley and Captain Hammond, of Thomas- 
ville, represented Clyatt, who was con- 
victed in Florida of having returned to a 
condition of peonage in Georgia two ne- 
groes, Mose Riley and Will Gordon. He 
was convicted and sentenced to four 


years at hard labor. The court holds he

This is the 
first time the scope of this particular 
amendment has been clearly defined. 
Definition of Peonage. 

With reference to sections 1990 and 
5526 of the federal statues prohibiting 
speonage, Mr. Justice Brewer, who de- 


livered the opinion of the court, answer- | 


ing the question, ““‘What is peonage?’’ 
said: 

“Tt may be defined as a status or con- 
ition of compulsory service based upon 
the indebtedness of the peon to the masg- 
ter."’ Continuing he declared that peon- 
age, however created, whether volun- 
tary or involuntary, is compulsory ser- 
vice, involuntary servitude. The peon 
can release himseif therefrom, it is true, 
by the payment of the debt, but other- 
wise the service in enforced. A clear dis- 
tinction exists between peonage and the 
* voluntary performance of labor or ren- 
Gering of services in payment of a debt. 
In the latter case the debtor, though con- 
tracting to pay his indebtedness by la- 
bor or service and subject like any other 
contractor to an action for damages for 
breach of that contract, can elect at 
any time to break it, and no law or 
force compels performance or a continu- 
ance of service.”’ 

The federal statue, according to this 
opinion, contemplates compulsory service 
to secure the payment of a debt. Is this 
legislation within the powers of con- 
gress? The court says: 

“It is not open to doubt that congress 
may enforce the thirteenth amendment 
by direct legislation, punishing the hold- 
ing person in slavery or in involuntary 
servitude except as a punishment for 
crime. We entertain no doubt of the 
validity of this legislation, or of its ap- 
plicability to the case of any person 
holding another in a state or peonage, 
and this whether there be municipal or- 
dinance or state law sanctioning such 
holding. It operates directly on every 
citizen of the republic, wherever his res- 
idence may be.’’ 

Indictment Not Sustained. 

The court holds in favor of Colyatt, 
and reverses the action of Judge Swayne’s 
court in convictinng him on the ground 
that while he wag convicted for “return- 
ing”’ the negroes to a state of peonage, 
there is no evidence to show that they 
were ever before held in a state of 
peonage. The court gays: 

“It was essential to show that Gordon 
and Ridley had been in a condition of 
peonage, to which by the act of the de- 
fendant they were returned. We are not 
at liberty to transform this indictment 
into one charging that the defendant 
held them in a state of peonage or that 
he arrested them with a view of placing 
them in such a state, The testimony dis- 
closes that the defendant with another 
party went to Florida and caused the 
arrest of Gordon and Ridley on warrants 
issued by a magistrate of Georgia for 
larceny, but there cafw\be little doubt that 
these criminal proceedings were only an 
excuse for securing the custody of Gor- 
don and Ridley and taking them back to 
Georgia to work out a debt. While thig 
is true, there js not a scintilla of testi- 
mony to show that Gordon and_ Ridley 
- Were ever there before in a condition of 
peonage. That they were in debt, and 
that they had left Georgia and gone to 
Florida without paying that debt. does 
not show that they had been held in a 
condition of peonage, or were ever at 
work willingly or unwillingly for their 
creditors. We have examined the testi- 
mony with great care to see if there 
Was anything which would justify a 
finding of the fact, and can find nothing. 
No matter how severe may be the con- 
demnation: which igs due to the conduct 
of a party charged with criminal offense 
it is the imperative duty of a court to 
.€@e that all the elements of his crime 
are proved, or at least that testimony 
is offered which justifies a jury in finding 
those elements. Only in the exact ad- 
ministration oi the law will justice in 
the long run be done, and the confidence 
of the public in such administration be 
maintained. We are constrained, there- 
fore, to order a reversal of the judgment, 
and remand the case for a new trial.”’ 

Mr. Justice Harlan concurs jn holding 
the statutes relating to peonage valid: 
but he dissents to the opinion that the 
trial court erred in sending the case to 
the jury. OHL,

Denies he Used City's Labor 
and Material Wrong- 
fully, 


DECLARES THAT RAPP 
WAS COMPETENT MAR 


Says That When He Discharged Five 
Men He Did Not Know They 
Had Been Before Secret 
Meeting and Given 
Testimony, 


The answer of Colonel Park Woodward 
general manager of the water works de- 
partment, to the charges made against 
him,.and his management in the report 
of the council committee on water works, 
was submitted to the board of water 
commissioners last night during the in- 
vestigation, and it proved to be one of 
the most interesting public documents 
prepared in Atlanta for some time. 

The general manager deals thoroughly 
with every charge and intimation in the 
report of the committee. He denies 
every charge, and. declares that he will 
prove his denial. 

In addition the answer of the general 
manager contains some very-spicy refer- 
ences to Mayor Woodward, which are of 
a@ very persona) nature. 

It was found to be impossible to pub- 
lish the answer of General Manager 
Woodward in full, for the reason that 
it is about six columns in length. An 
epitome of it, however, is as follows: 

“In answer to the report of the com- 
mittee of council, Park Woodward, gen- 
eral manager of the Atlanta water works 
department, makes answer as follows: 

“The first charge relates to the dis- 
charge of five men, and the report says 
that these men were discharged almost 
immediately after they had given their 
testimony. 

“As a matter of fact, respondent did 
not know, at the time of the discharge 
of these men, that they had given any 
testimony. The investigation before the 
council committee was secret. Although 
it was evidently aimed at him, he was 
given no opportunity whatever to reply 
thereto. ~So far as he was concerned, 
the investigation wag a blow in the dark. 
The five witnesses who were summoned 
before the committee withheld that fact 
from him, and it was not until these 
men were discharged that he did ascer- 
tain they testified, and the character of 
their testimony.’’ 

He says that these five men were dls- 
charged tor economical reasons, and 
without any reference whatever to the 
pending investigation, which was un- 
knowfft to him at the time of the dis- 
charge, 

Last year, he says, a cOnsiderable ap- 
propriation was made for pipe. This 
year no appropriation whatever was 
made for pipe beyond $780, as is shown 
by the apportionments.reported to coun- 
cil January (6. 

“Respondent says that this amount, if 
allowed, ig practically nothing so far as 
the retention of men in the pipe depart- 
mént was concerned. The laying of pipe 
necessitated the employment of addi- 
tional men. With the laying of pipe 
eliminated fr@m this year’s work, it was 
absolutely necessary to drop some of the 
men. , 


Expense Account Reduced. 


“Also the men in this department were 
paid from what is called the expense ac- 
count. In the council’s proposed appor- 
tionment for this year, the expense ac- 
count was cut down from $40,000 to $35,- 
000. The board requested that $40,000 be 
set apart for this purpose, but council 
cut it down $65,000. 

“All of the foregoing reasons required 
that somebody should be dropped. This 
respondent submits that he exercise his 
best judgment and discretion in deter- 
mining who should be dropped. Of the 
six men who were discharged, five were 
tappers. Their work, and capacity for 
work, was limited to the tapping of the 
mains. This respondent deemed it for 
the best interests of the department that 
the men retained be those who could not 
only do the tapping. but could do the 
pipe work as well, if necessary. 

“The report of the council committee 
states that this respondent was invited to 
appear before that committee. It is true 
that he was finally invited to appear, but 
he was never invited until, as he is in- 
formed, the investigation was practically 
completed. The report states that he 
admitted the use of material and labor 


‘for his own benefit, but claimed that the 


material given the city in exchange was 
of more value than the material and 
labor received from. the city. 

“This report is untrue. 
never ‘admitted’ that he had ever re- 
ceived any material from the city of 
Atlanta and ag a matter of fact. he never 
did. 

“He says that in only four instances 
has any person who worked for the city 
ever performed any labor for him. 

“One instance wag that of taking out

Extreme nervousness marked the trad- 
ing in the wheat pit at the opening. May 
was 2%c lower to %c higher at $1.09@ 
1.12 and July was a shade to %@%c 
higher at @1%@92. The wide fluctua- 
tions in May were due to a rumor that 
the Illingis ware house commission 
would declare No. 2 red Oregon wheat 
to be deliverable on contracts here. Un- 
certainty as to the real position of the, 
Wall street crowd in the May deal also 
had much to do with the unsettled feel- | 
ing. Trading in May option, however, 
was of smal! volume, stop loss orders be. 
ing the principal feature. The July de- 
livery showed considerable firmness, a 
decreased movement in the northwest 
being mainly responsible for the com- 
parative strength of that option. On the 
sharp break in May shorts covered mod- 
erately and the price soon regained a 
large part of the initial loss.

according to estabilshed precedent. It was 
the subsequent tendency of the market 
for which experienced operators watched 
with keen attention to estimate the tone. 
The later tendency was confirmed by the 
persistent strength which underlies the 
Stock market and offered a fresh surprise 
in the absorptive power of the specula- 
tion and the unlimited confidence with 
Which buying follows prices to higher 
flights. The usual weekly reviews of 
tariff conditions by railroad officials 
served as strong cwrroboration of thv 
confidence which {is felt in business con- 
ditions. A very free movement in all 
grades of traffic, and especially of steel 
and iron products and of higher grades 
of merchandise, were marked features of 
the movement, and were cited as ground 
for the faith expressed by railroad of- 
ficials of very prosperous conditions for 
an indefinite period in tne future. Im- 
proved weather conditions are helping out 
the operting departments and facilitating 
the movement of freight, although the 
car supply is stil] insufficient to accom- 
modate any of the businesses. Large 
railroad earnings are to be looked for 
in consequence of the showing of ex- 
pected incoming reports. The determined 
ease of the money market is the most 
important fostering influence on the spec- 
ulation. The heavy volume of bank 
clearings, which witnessed the trade ac- 
tivity in the country, continued pur- 
Chases of new railroad bond issues by 
banking houses and the active demand 
for money for speculation are without 
any impression on the money market. 
The country's domestic exports for Feb- 
r&iry showed a growth In corn exports 
sufficfent to overcome the falling off in 
wheat and flour, leaving the low price 
of cotton alone responsible for the de.- 
Cline from last year’s level. The large 
desertion of this export traffic to gule 
ports was also a feature of the report, 
which was calculated to help in the 
strength of the southwestern railroads 
The speculation stil] reflecteq the force 
of the supposition adopted last week that 
a policy @f myore libera] dividend disburse; 
ments on subsidiary railroad stocks dom!- 
nated by the great systems is !n con- 
templation. The buoyancy in the Van- 
derbilt and Pennsylvania groups was a 
direct outcome of this conjectural de- 
velopment. 

Buying of stocks for foreign account 
was a helpful factor, although early 
advices were less sanguine of the ap- 
pfoach of peace than was the case last 
week. Intimations of a more hopeful 
tenor on this subject were not generaily 
known in the latter reactionary temper 
of the market. The confidence engen- 
dered by the strong elements in the gen- 
eral business and financial situation are 
undoubtedly the sustaining factors in 
the market and the groung for the dis- 
regard by the speculative element of the 
constant exhortation toward caution and 
restriction of buying which comes from a 
large element of conservative commis- 
Sion houses in the Wall street district. 
Warnings of this character based on 
the great rise which has already occurred 
in stocks and the present high level of 
prices seem to have little force in facc 
of the unclouded prospect for business 
and industrial, Frequent digestion of 
profits of the board roo moperators is 
the most notable effect of the cautionary 
advices plentiful in the _ street. The 
profit taking which was constant today
